It is probable — 
that one side of this roof will need shingling. Paint-~ 
ing should be completed inside. : 
At the Mountain, the building was painted inside” 
and out, a floor laid in the hall and screens provided. — 
The work of sinking a well should be completed and 
the building provided with water. This is the only” 
building not now provided with adjustable seats and 
I recommend that this equipment be provided during” 
the coming year. The yard should be graded here. 
At the Center, inside painting was done and re- 
pairs made on the lawn and schoolhouse steps. As 
usual, this has led in a new project—that of providing 
framed pictures for the schoolroom walls. Oo 
well-selected pictures have been hung. I wish others” 
might do likewise. Painting should be completed 
inside. . . 
The Center and Mountain schools have done es=_ 
pecially good work in providing noon lunches for the 
pupils. This is a great benefit to the physical welfare — 
of the boys and girls. The efforts of these teachers 
are much appreciated. : q 
Last June ten pupils were graduated from the 
eighth grade. Of these six entered high school. 
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Parents and citizens should assist the schools in en- 
couraging all boys and girls to seek higher education. 
It should be a source of pride to Effingham that one 
of her daughters has comp‘eted the Normal School 
Course and is now teaching in the home town. Miss 
Caroline Nelson is teaching at the Mountain.
